113 7e Sitka, May 31, 1902. 
Dr. Sheldon Jackson, 
Agent Alaskan Education, 
Washington, D. C. 
Dear Sir: 

I have the honor to submit herewith the following as the 
report of the Sitka Public School for the year beginning September 2, 
and closing June 6, 1902, 

I have first to report the helpful cooperation of all pat- 
rons and citizens in the work of the school, 

The parents with very few exceptions have kept the children 
in school regularly and our average attendance of 38 for the year is 
very gratifying. About 20% of the pupils have each term, made a 
perfect record in attendance. 

During the first six months of school three hours per week 
was devoted to Composition writing. The children took up the work 
with great enthusiasm, and on March 28 we had a Composition Day. All 
the pupils ahove the first grade participated in the Program. A large 
number of visitors were present. 

Since that time our Special work has been in Literature. 
The school is provided with excellent readers, having both the Cyr's 
and the Stepping Stones to Literature Series. I enclose the examina- 
tion questions given to the third, fourth and sixth grades in their 
final examination on June 2, 1902, This will give you an idea of the 
plan of the work. 


We have been fortunate in receiving a large number of letters 


from pupils of various schools in tne United States and Canada . These 


have been answered by members of the grades to wnich they were address- 
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ed and we are now making collections of sea weeds, moss, flowers, 


barnacles, and shells, to be sent to our different correspondents. 

During the months of January and February the girls of the two 
higher grades, attended twice a week a cooking saheol class which 
was organized for them by Miss Hilton, teacher of Domestic Science 
at the Sitka Training School. 

This experiment which was undertaken at your suggestion, proved 
so very successful that I hope arrangements may be made to repeat it 
next year. The expenses formaterials used in class work will be 
gladly assumed by the Class. 

Through the kindness of Captain Pendleton, Commanding Officer of 
the Marine Cerps, a Cadet Corps was organized for the boys of the 
Public Secheol under the direction of Lieutenant Mather. They met 
for drill for one half hour on Mondays and Thursdays during April 
and May. 

The Agricultural and Industrial Fairs under the direction of 
Miss Patten, were hald as usual in September and May. Almost all the 
children prepared something for exhibition and the display on each 
occasion was very creditable. We are now planting gardens and mak- 
ing plans for the next Agricultural Fair which will occur the first 
Monday in September. 

The regular work of the school has gone on very steadily and in 
the main very satisfactorily during the year.

From tne standpoint of the educator, the teacher does not 
complete his years' work until after a careful review of the term, he 
pronounces judgment upon its successes and failures, Success and 
failure are terms most often used with reference to the rate of pro- 
gress, without regard to the circumstances. To the teacher, however, 
they are significant only when modified by the actual state of affairs 
existing in his district. Throw aSide local conditions and success 
in one district may be properly considered failure in another. 

To review the work of the past year at Kodiak without noting 
tne local conditions would not only be an injustice to the pupils but 
to the teachers as well. 

That the Aleute type will soon be a thing of the past, is 
evidenced by the fact that during the year only four full-blood Aleutes 
were enrolled in the Public School. The school population is Russian 
reales 

It is generally conceded, that at no place in Alaska does 
the Greek Church have a ereater hold upon the people than at Kodiak. 
Wherever the Greek Church is in the ascendency, church holidays are 
numerous. When we consider that during a term of nine months these 
holidays aggregate more than a month of the school year, it is a self- 
evident fact that the religion of the people is a positive hindrance 
to the progress of the children in school. 

The Russian language is the language of the people. English 
becomes a school language for the children, Our efforts to have them 
make English something more than the language of their school life are 


rendered practically futile, since they receive but little outside 
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encouragement . religiously, commercially and in private life, the 
people are Russian. This may speak well for the Russian element in 
Kodiak but not for the American. 

The average age of the children in attendance during the 
past year has been very young. KRighteen attended school for the first 
time and only three over fifteen years of age were enrolled. This is 
an unfortunate state of affairs. The children should attend until 
they are at least eighteen vears old. About thirty children have 
been enrolled in the Russian parochial school. That these children 
should be in attendance at the Public school ought not to be a matter 
of option on the part of the people. 

Generally speaking, it is the common concensus of opinion 
that the natives of Alaska must speak the English language and that 
compulsory attendance at the Public Schools will greatly assist in 
bringing about the desired effect. 

While these conditions are a positive hindrance to the cause 
of American education at Kodiak, we are glad to note that the children 
are eager to attend school. We feel sure that the parents in general 
are in sympatny with our efforts in behalf of their children. Some 
of them show their appreciation by sending their children to school 
regularly, regardless of holidays. 

Christmas is always a bright spot in the school year at 
Kodiak and the past year was no exception. A liberal contribution 
was placed at our disposal to provide a treat for the children. An 
entertainment was given by the school, and one and all joined in mak- 
ing merry the Christmas holiday. 

Those of the children who have the least encouragement out- 
side of school, make excellent progress. It is safe to say that af 


the passive support of the American element in Kodiak were changed to

an active support, Kodiak weune s800n pe an English-speaking town. 

We have greatly facilitated the work of our school by divid- 
ing it into six grades, three in each room, 

It is with pleasure we note that Lizzie Carlson, Nethe carl-

have since been attending the Public Schools of qeattle, where they 
have availed themselves of their opportunities in a ereditable manner.

My Dear Dr. Jackson:-~+ 
i You will remember.that I spoke to you of my 

intention to do what I could to bring about the formation of a 

Council of Men. It seems absolutely necessary to have the co-ocpera- 

tion of evert loyal American citizen, and with such a combination 

the possibilities for accomplishing great good, are unlimited. 

There are surely enough men who are willing and ready to 
stand by the cause they know to be right, and who are not afraid 
to lend their aid in crushing out this curse of our nation. 

This matter has been much before my mind, and I have ee 
thought out a plan by which , it seems to me, a very strong organ- 
ization can be built up: 

FIRST: Since my association with the Interdeseninational 
Council of Women, I have thoroughly realized their need of a 
magazine which could go out from month to month, thus keeping the 
subject in the minds of the people (You can take the best article 
in the world, and try to sell it without advertising, but it will 
never pay, while, afid the samesis true of any good work). To de- 
pend altogether upon leaflets is very expensive, and unless funds 
are constantly coming in, this method cannot be continued very 
long. : 

A magazine could be started which would be suitable to go 
into every American home, in which any question could be handled 
that might deemed advisable, and if this pr that person was not in- 
terested in one subject, he might subscribe for another reason, so 
you see the advantage of a magazine. 

SECOND: When a man is asked to become a member of the 
Council, he is also entitled to a year's subscription to the maga- 
Zine, which will keep him supplied with all the latest news regard- 
ing Mormonism, and acquaint himself and the public at large, with 
the necessity for an Amendment. 


THIRD: A sufficient number of pledges could be secured 7 
beforehand, to justify the publication of a magazine, which could 
be placed on news stands and sold all over the country. Such a 
medium could in a very short length of time, be made to pay all the 
expenses of the organization. Advertisements could be secured, the

stock could be sold, and it seems to me there is a wonderful field 


for such a publication. 


Mrs. James is very anxious to have a magazine started for 


the Council of Women, but she is greatly handi-capped in her desire 


to push the work, owing to lack of funds. I only wish I had the 
money to hand her right out of my pocket. 


I have also mapped out a plan whereby a very large subsc- 
ription may be secured, I believe, without mych delay. 


A great many influential men would lend their aid to the 
proposed Council, who now hang back because the work is being con- 
ducted by women, besides the fact that it is a Woman's Council, 
would seem to prohibit them from joining. | 


With both men and women working, perhaps the one magazine 
could answer for both Councils, thereby almost absblutely assuring 
success for the publication. 


I have a magazine in mind, and in fact have had some con- 
versation with them regarding the work, which would be very glad to 
turn the publication over to the Council, lending their best ef- 
forts to the work,One member, when I spoke of the matter, said to 
the editor: "Suppose the Mormons were to put you out of the way 
some dark night," and he replied: "I should want no better reputa- 
tion to leave behind for my children to remember me by, than that 
I had died for such a cause.” The magazine is a clean, non-partisan 
paper, does not dabble in politics nor any question that could not 
considered in any Christian home. They would change the size if 
desired, and run it strictly in accordance with the desires of the 
Council, There is now a subscription of some five or ten thousand, 
which could be rapidly increased with the plan which I have in 
mind. My association with the Hahnnemainan Publishing Co., 
gave me considerable experience in this line, and I feel that I 
could do much toward securing the success of a Council publication. 

If my plan seems a feasible one, will you lend me your 
aid in every way possible, sending me all the influential names you 
can, with privilege of referring to you, etc., ete 

Of course, the plan would be to have the National Head- 
querters in New York, and after a sufficient number of members are 
secured in each state, to organize State Councils as rapidly as 
possible, 

Mrs. James leaves today with her husband, to be away two 
weeks or more, so I cannot confer with her upon this matter, and I 
Know you to be in hearty sympathy with the work, and I propose to 
first work with those who are now interested, lettting them in turn 
induce others to become interested. It will be like an endless 
chain, and is the only way to thoroughly arpuse the people to the 
danger which threatens our glorious country. I should not want to 
own it, if the Mormons ever get control.

Dear Dr. Jackson: 

There is a similarity in the work of each school year and yet 
such differences as to mark its own identity. 

I cannot say the past year has been a distinctive red letter year 
but one of good steadfast work and advance. many of our older pupils 
went out last summer, consequently our grade was lowered. But those 
promoted were ambitious to leave a good record and be prepared for 
their commencement in life. 

The study hour four evenings each week has been an important 
factor. As practical work is made a specialty, our scholars study 
with this motive in view. I encourage it more than I would, if they 
would take a more thorough course in mental discipline. 

They prefer the board work prepared for them any time to the text 
book lesson. 

The question box has been a diversion and some pertinent questions 
placed in it, as "What should we do when introduced?" "Should we say 
halloo on the street?" "On which side should a gentleman walk when 
walking with a lady?" 

I think ouf natives in S. EK. Alaska make cood traders and mer- 
chants and seem better adapted for it than to agriculture. 

One young man who left us last year is now keeping a small store. 
He started with a four hundred dollar stock of goods, The capital 
being a frienda, who intrusted him to go to the Sound and buy the 


goods. He is a good industrious young man and shows what a Christian 


education has done for a native. 

Another boy who was considered only a mediocre, wrote to me re- 
cently, "Ever since I sot out from Mission I never get time to write 
to youe I working every time last year. I finish cord wood about 
eighty-five cords, three dollars each. Now I working in saw mill in 
<a . I get about seventy-five dollars a month." 

One of the girls has been teaching the past year and we heard 
good reports of her work, 

Others are married and doing well; and others have not been strong 
enough to resist inherited moral weakness and have drifted into evil 
environments, While our hearts ache for such the facts stimulate us 
to higher aims in imparting a Christian education remembering, Of some 
have compassion making a difference.

The following is the annual report of the school year closing 
May 3, 1902. 

Total enrollment 64, Population Hydah. 

School opened in September with an enrollment of eleven, which 
number increased till a total enrollment of sixty-four was recorded. 
Toward spring the natives began to leave for the"fish illahies" 
and the trapping grounds. by 

The enroliment in April was lessened by the early spring,--the 
natives leaving town to make gardens, taking their families with them. 

Ben John, one of the two Indian merchants had a fine steam launch 
built by native worknen, which will be used during the fishing season. 
Two or three schooners were built making a total of eleven made and 
owned by the native men of this place. 

Several new houses have been built, and some few have been painted, 
In December the large Presbyterian building for Indian girls was 
burned and only the brave and faithful work of the white men and na- 
tives prevented the fire from spreading. 

In the school room a more regular attendance was had this year 
than last tho the total enrollment was not so great. In the spring 
when the older pupils had left school the little ones were compelled 
to speak English. At first any question was met with an ominous si- 
lence or a Hydah word or two, but as the older pupils were not present 
to interpret and the question was often repeated the answer would 
finally come. 

One amusing little incident occurred showing how literally a 
phrase or sentence is taken. A child was standing by his desk roudinal 
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When perhaps half thru with the lesson he paused in a sentence. I 


said, "All right, go ahead." Whereupon the boy put his book away 
and was at the door before I understood. The joke was truly on me 
so J let him "go ahead" and turned my attention to others. 

On the play ground the children,especially the creoles, used 
English nearly as much as the Hydah language. Throughout the year 
the older pupils when returning from hunting or fishing would call 


at the school house and tell, in fairly good English, of their success 


or failure of their trips.

Dear Sir: 

I wish to write you circumstances concerning a school at Teller, 
Alaska. Teller is 75 miles from Nome further north on the coast. 

At one time there were 420 people there---last Fall people left till 
there were only 175 or 180 people left. 

Sheldon Jackson arranged for me to have charge of the government 
school at Teller in July. Sheldon Jackson gave a building at the rein- 
deer station sim miles from Teller, to the citizens of Teller. 

The citizens accepted the gift, brought the building to Teller 
and began to reconstruct it and hard times set in and no one could get 
any work done, and no one would give a day's work. The citizens were 
to put the building in order, furnish a stove and half the fuel. They 
did nothing. When I arrived in Teller to teach the school there was 
no building. I rented a room and opened the school and had 9 chil- 
dren (white). Had the school been for natives I could have had fifty, 
but the white and natives there cannot be combined---the natives are 
slovenly and uncivilized and in no condition to be housed with white 
children. 

My health failed and I had to leave the school and return to the 
States. My husband had to remain with the school. My husband, L.M, 
Scroggs, has taught the school. I arrived in Nome ten days ago but 
owing to ice in Port Clarence I have not been able to go to Teller. 


In the Fall we had a portion of the salary, $400. I have only 
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had two letters from wr. Scroggs during the winter. The mail has 
been very unsatisfactory and probably the school reports from Teller 
have not reached Washington. 

To-day while waiting at Nome I received a letter from my husband 
and he says he has not received any moneys from Washington this winter 
or spring and that he has less than $10 on hand now. 

through 

I received one month's salary while in California, Rev. Sheldon 
Jackson. Now it is midsummer. The school closes in a week and we 
need our money to use. 

Those in official position should make allowance for the delay 
in mail service and not add to the stress of the long winter by hold- 
ing back money hard earned and obliging the government's servants te 
be at added expense before proceeding to plans laid for the summer. 

I am very greatly surprised that the early boats have not prought such 
relief to teachers, especially to the work at teller where we are 
interested. 

I am going on to Teller the 25th and I write you from here hoping 
you will do what you can to releive the situation. 

41200 was the sum paid for a 10 months school at Teller. 

Sheldon Jackson wrote me it was an expensive school. Had the 
school been one where the natives could come we could have had a large 
school. It is not the fault of the teacher that the school was small. 
We had every child in Teller in the day school and three married la- 
dies have attended. 

Native boys and men have come to an evening school. Mr, Scroggs 
gave extra hours to teaching the class. 

The school has been held in a house that we rented. Mr, Scroges 


enclosed the house extra to make it comfortable at a cost of $75, ana 


the school was held in my large room with my rugs and chairs,tables, 


: 4 
pictures, the same as if a school had been put in any house in the 
best room. We have done a mission work for Uncle Sam. When I left 
my home in Teller I left it to be used by the school for ten months. 

Sehool seats were furnished but the seats could not be put up in 
our room. Every thing is very uncertain in this North country2,. 

There is one fact paramount and that is the native life. 

The dearest people I ever met; I love the native people. They 
are very bright, good, kind, and such cheerful good nature I never 
Saw hefore in any native people. 

They never forget a kindness and never lose sight of an obligation, 
never covet, and at once extend to any one neighborly kindness. They

have a standard of right doing and some facts of these people in fol- 
lowing the Golden Rule surpasses anything I know among civilized peo- 
ple. 

When will the Government take care and help these dear native 
people. They have always been self-supporting now the white man is a 
formidable rival en their fishing grounds and hunting paths. He makes 
inroads upon the simple native life, he steals their drift-wood; he 
Steals their comfort, he gives and sells and trades the¥m whiskey and 
often it is the drugged article. Then he takes possession of the 
family and lives there in debauchery for days, often weeks. 

The unpretectedvand unsophistocated, simple-minded childish peo- 
ple are being trespassed upon. 

What are we doing for this people? 

The reindeer industry is of great benefit. It is an advance. It 
will help the native. 

But it is a work for the men and boys. What about the women and 
girls? They are idle, wandering, listless, waiting. Some of these 


girls are beautiful with bright minds and a power of concentration 


sufficient to make them industrious. 

I know 18 girls lovely,beautiful children from 12 to 18 years of 
age, nothing to do, idle. 

I find these people tractable, very approachable, eager to learn 
longing for light. | 

I have been in California and I have talked all winter, for an 
Industrial School for girls and women somewhere on this coast where 
they can be taught how to live---the better ways of domestic economy-- 
housekeeping, home cooking, how and when and what to eat, bathing and 
cleanliness, together eS the Gospel of Love and Salvation. 

50,000 natives in Alaska-probably less than 700 or 800 in day 
schools. These are the people who need the help and aid. They are 
permanent-~they will always be here--the white people in the small 
towns come So go and the mothers can teach their own white children 
while there is no one to teach the native mothers. 

Nome has a school system for which the city has paid $100 per 
capita for the maintenance of the Public School. They have a handsome 
new building at a cost of $9600. The Principal receives $2500 salary 
and twe assistant teachers %1500 each. Their Salaries began last 
Spring; they were all salaried several months before the school opened 
in September. 

Nome is one of the most remarkable cities in the world. 

The first sailings brought in about 3000 people. The population 
now is about 9000, 

The houses are pretty and very comfortable. I have seen to-day 
several lovely ideal houses. Some of the finest people I ever met 
live in Nome. 

In writing you this letter I do not write it as a stranger, for

I have met you many times in Chicago and once at the National Edueatien.

IT am a graduate of the Chicago Normal and one of Col. Parker's 
followers. I was a teacher in Chicago for seven years, and met you 
at the Kindergarten Association of Chicago when you frequently had @ 
part in the Browning and Shakespeare lectures between the holidays, 

This country, Alaska, appeals to me and educationally it is a 
great field. My interest is largely in the natives. I have heen to- 
day to see a family ofdnatives from Penny river and they were all so 
very interesting---belated travellers, of originally good stock un- 
fortunately in this cold barren country and haven't had a fair chance. 

The late Col. Parker gave me a love for the child---ne did all 
teachers and s0 here my sympathies are with the childlike people,for 
they are God's own, waiting to be taught. 

Many are tne true, pathetic stories seen and heard every day of 
these good people. 

I do not know whether Rev. Sheldon Jackson is in Washington, D.C. 
er net. I write to you hoping that you may be able to hasten the «= 
sending of the money thro to my husband. We are in need of it--and it 
should not be withheld because the reports are delayed.---They have 
been sent and lost--on the trail with thousands of letters this wintera

The mail boat does not 
come direct here and I sometimes miss the other shareen: 50 I hope 
you will pardon me this time and I shall try to be more punctual in 
the future. 

Tt is a long time since you and I had a personal chat to- 
gether. You do not come here, so the best I can deo is to converse 
witn you on paper, which is not half so datisfectary as seeing you. 
Perhaps it would interest you to know what else I do besides being a 
teacher, Of course : take care of my home and Mr, Pajoman claims my 
attention too. Quite often the sick send for me. I never refuse 
their call and am happy that my training in a hospital is oftuse to 
me now. I feel that God has been good to me all my life. Many a time> 
I bless the dear kind friends who were good to me in my day of vouth 
and trials. Many are dead now. (Poor Mr. Neumann and Capt. Hooper 
are among them). You too my dear I thank most sincerely for your in-= 
terest in me. Even when I am married you are kind to me. May God 
bless you over and over my dear friend, and give you many years more 
to live. 

We have had quite a rainy winter and in December quite a 
cold snap.

In accordance with your request made during a personal interview 
concerning the survey of the mission lands in Alaska, I have the honor 
to write you that in the organic act of 1884 and the act to make fure- 
ther previsions for a civil government for Alaska and for other purpo- 
SoS, appreved dune 6, 1900, the lerislation with regard to mission 
lands was at my own suggestion to the Committees of Congress and was 
taken in accordanee with the precedents established both in the States 
of Oregon and Washington when they were territories, to wit; granting 
640 aeres of lerd to mission statione among the Indians. In Oregon 
and Washington the grant was made directly to the missions at the time 
of the passage of the act. In Alaska, however, in 1884, instead of 
giving a title to the missionary societies the Government reserved the 
land for their use, subject te further legislation by Congress. In 
1900 Congress enacted that further ratte yat tek and directed that the 
Secretary of the Interier should have seid missionary lands surveyed 
and patents issued for the seme to the several séciéties to which they

their houses upon and perhaps cleared for crops. I feel assured that 
your own knowledge of the situation in new territories ard your own 
sense of justice will issue such orders that the secieties shall re- 
ceive a title to the full 640 aeres that I know wes in the mind of the 
Committees that recommended the legislation to Congress, 

Tt is not only wisdom to deal liberally with the churches that | 
have expended many times over the amount of money that would buy the 
640 acres in their efforts to civilize and thus police the native 
tribes in the interest of good government, but alse an act of simple 
justice. You will recognize that there has never been an Indian war 
in Alaske, That is largely due to the fact that missionaries had 
made an impression upon the native population before there was ea large 
influx of whites, The early missions ef the Yukon Valley and aleng 
the Coast made such an impression upon the native population that when 
in 1897 the Klondike gold exeitement brought a rush of miners inte 
that country Longe Buea been eble to travel to and fro, miles away from 
any protection of their fellowmen, among the native population without 
harm, and when lost and starving were taken in by the natives and treat. 
ed to the best that they had for themselves, The Indian wars such as 
had been had in other sections of the covrtry would have cost the Gove 
ernment many times over the price of the land which Congress hes now Ly 


directed to be given to these secieties. | 4

As an illustration of the money expended hy the churches es the 
civilization of the natives, and in thet respect the saving to the Gey - 
ernment in appropriations, I can give you the items of the Presbyterian 
denomination, with which I am better acquainted, but I presume that 
all the other denominations can show just as good figures for the sta- — 
tions where they are at work, The figures that I give you are from 
the books of the Treasurer from 1888 to the present time; the figures
